Swim bladders are signifi- 
cant to commercial fishermen 
not only for this reason, but 
because they have an intrin- 
sic value as well.

Government warned 


POs WANT 
BACKING 

ON QUOTAS 


THE GOVERNMENT has 
been given a deadline to 
either extend the respon- 
sibility of producer 
organisations or impose 
similar landing quota 
reilriotlons against non- 
members. 

This was revealed at the 
weekend at the annual 
general meeting of the Anglo- 
Scottiah Fish Producers’ 
Organisation in Berwick. 
Chairman George Craw- 
ford said that; unless the 
government give a positive 
and acceptable assurance by 
June, then it may consider 
discontinuing the ‘efforts in 
respect of rational fishery 
management. 

Mr. Crawford has told the 
Department of Agriculture 
and Fisheries that either the 
powers of the POs should be 
attended to cover nun- 
members, or the government 
should impose the same 
quota restrictions. Or, in the 
pvepl of violation, impose 
similar penalties as to those 
imposed by the POs on their ! 
own members. 

It is vital there is control 
over non-members”, stressed 
Mr. Crawford. He revealed 
{ ‘the turnover of Anglo- 
Jcottish organisation 
members last year topped the 
115 million mark.

Iceland fish 
—new talks 


A SHOP steward for 
Fleetwood's Transport 
and General Workers' 
Union fish lumpers said 
last week that he hoped to 
meet union officials from 
Grimsby and Aberdeen In 
the next fortnight before 
making any decision 
about landing Icelandic 
trawlers at the port. 

The official, Tea Hammill.

He claimed that there was 
enough fish going through the 
port from French vessels to 
covor for any lack of local 
supplies. a ■ 

Mr. Hamtnill said they 
wanted to reach an agreement 
which would ensure continui- 
ty of supply and they would 
expect the Icelanders to take 
the rough with the smooth. 

He Btated that the 
Icelanders had said they 
wanted to come to Fleetwood 


between September and 
March, but they would not 
come if markets were low. If 
this was the case, he said, 
they did not want the 
Icelanders to use Fleetwood 
as a convenience. 

Mr. Hammill’s comments 
came after the president of 
the Fleetwood Fish 
Merchants' Association, Alan 
Welsh, had said that 
Fleetwood would go rack and 
ruin unless the lumpers came 
up with a quick decision.

of extensive lobster 
tagging experiments 
carried out on the 
English and Welsh 
gtoeks during 1970 and 
1977 have just been 
published* by the 
Fisheries Laboratory 
at Burnham - on - 
Grouch, Essex. 

Tagging studies provide in- 
formauon on growth rates, 
migrations and the propor- 
tion of the stock caught by 
fishing. 

To collect thiB information 
Fisheries Laboratory staff 
developed a tag which ia 
retained by lobsters after 
moulting. 

Tagged lobsters were 
released oft the north-east 
coast, Norfolk and off parts of 
Wales. Wherever possible the 
lobsters tagged included a 
proportion of undersized ones 
(less than 80mm carapace 
length) so as to represent the 
size range of lobsters on the 
grounds. 

In 1976 undersized lobsters 
were poorly represented at 
Bridlington; few commercial 
sized oneB were tagged off 
Norfolk; and tagging off 
Northumberland was 
hampered by autumn Bales.
